b. With what fascist or neo-fascist groups is SKORZENT 
• associated?

Is not actively associated with any such group at this time*

2* little or no purpose sill be served in outlining the various 
ventures participated in by SX0R2EXT that have eons to our attention. 
Half of then have failed and practically all the rest have been 
noil-profitable. During nost of the year 1951 subject was motive 
in attempts to interest the D.S. in various of his espionage 
schemes. The principal line followed by SXOBZEHI was that be had 
access to Russian reports regarding West-German personalities and 
activities. This was not the case* 3K0RZSHT was eithsr knowingly 
participating with members of a "fabricating group" or was himself 
duped. At any rate, the larger percentage of the material available 
to him was old and overt, and generally of little value. 

3. SlCORZENT is, however, not the type of man to be satisfied 
with having only one iron in the fire. While he proposed the sale 
of intelligence material be was assiduously cultivating all approachable 
high-level Army officers and had managed to o reate a friendly rap- 
port* with such high-ranking men as Generals VIGOR and SEUWCfc G&AID53. 

It the same time, being an engineer by profession and with helpful 
boosts by his wife or mistress, 5&0RZ3KT entered with all his 
energy into any business ventures that came to his attention. The 
years 1931 and 1952, however, were not financially remunerative 
for subject was not adverse to accepting a email payment for the 
poor intelligence he was peddling or a free bottle of Scotch. A 
full carton of American cigarets would cause him to jump for Joy. 

That was in 1931 and 1932. It appears now, however, that things 
are looking up and that subject is on the track of better and more 
rewarding financial deals* The exact nature of his commercial 
activities is not known.

4* It will be reoalled that SiORZEEX»a firet love and primary 
intereat «u to fom an elite eorpe of Germans in $>aln* Thle oorpa 
was to be the oadre of a nan Carman army to be used agninat tha 
Raimi ana onoe oar broke out.
